Pare potatoes with a sharp vegetable 
knife ju st as thin as possible, for th at 
part of the toller lying close to the skin 
is richest In mineral salts, anti put each 
potato as peeled into a pan of cold w a­ 
ter to prevent discoloration. 
Have 
’ ready meanwhile a kettle of boiling 
w ater and when the peeling process is 
complete take th e . potatoes from the 
cold w ater and. covering them w ith 
boiling salted water, set them on the 
range, covered, to boil. Twenty ruiu- 
; utes usually suffice, but to test them 
use a skewer or fork, and when they 


j can be pierced easily remove at ouce 
from the fire. j*our off all the w ater 
and set them on the back of the range, 
uncovered, to steam dry, assisting th at 
j process occasionally by a slight shak­ 
ing of the kettle. 
If one asks the reason why potatoes 
should alw ays be < ooked In boiling w a­ 
ter try the following experim ent for 
proof: Take two cups, in each of which 
has been put a teaspoonful of ordinary 
starch. Pour over one a quarter of a 
cupful of boiling w ater and over the 
other the sam e quantity of cold w ater 
and observe the result. The one over 
which the boiling w ater was poured 
stays in shape, a compact mass, while 
the one with the cold w ater dissolves 
Into a soft paste. The potato is largely 
composed of starch, and from this 
trial any one may draw his own con­ 
clusions. If you wish a pulpy, w atery 
potato use cold w ater, but if a dry, 
mealy, snowy ball th at would delight 
the heart of Epicurus him self alw ays 
use boiling w ater.

It lias been observed th at 
fish caught on the southern banks ju st 
bitore the migration begins and those 
caught in the northern w afers after It 
is completed have saud in their stom­ 
achs and th at the sand is discharged 
after the arrival of the fish at the 
southern banks on the return m igra­ 
tion. In proof of this it is stated that 
, the sand found in the fish often differs 
in color and quality from that of the 
bottom w here they are caught.—W ash 
ingtou Post.
